Telegraphic 
and telephonie communication with 
Antler is all out of commission and 
direct information is impossible 

Twenty-four people, according tu whe 
best information obtainable, were ser- 
‘rousty injured ag a result of the storm 
which struck Antler. All the physie- 
ians and surgeons from West Hove 
and other neighboring towns have 
been rushed to Antler to cxre for the 
wounded 

Thousand of dollars’ worth of town 
and city property have been destroy- 
ed, although it is impossible to get 
any summary of the exact losses. 
Mohawk, N.D.—Tornadoes originating 
at four different points northwest of 
this city killed two people, a man and 
a girl, and destroyed several thousand 
dollars worth of property. The storms 
each of which took a path about two 
blocks wide, travelled east. A dozen 
or more of farm buildings were de- 
'molished and several persons are re- 
ported injured 

It is reported here that the town of 
Selwood, North Dakota, was badly 
shattered by the same cyclone. — El- 
more is twelve miles from Gainsbor- 
(ough and while not a drap of rain fell 
during the two and a half hours of the 
oyalone,it-rained here heavily at the 
same time. 


' MUTINY ON THE HIGH SEAS 
Chinks Mutiny on Steamer Skeines 
Which was Loaded with Benzine 
and Naptha 
“Glasgow.— A sensational story of 
mutiny on the high seas is told by 
‘Captain G. J. Perks, of the steamer 
Skeines, belonging to the Clyde Ship- 
ping Co., Glasgow. While the vessel 
was on its way from New York to Ade- 
laide the Chinese crew of twenty-six 
mutinied, attacked the third engin- 
eer, and threatened to kill the first 
engineer. The ship's coal was so wil- 
fully wasted that the captain decided 
to put in a Mauritius, 820 miles away. 

From that moment the engineers 
deemed it unsafe to enter the stoke- 
hold and decided for mutual protec- 
tion to keep the men always on the 
watch 

Captain Perks was four days with- 
,out sleep, being afraid that the Chin- 
ese might fire the cargo consisting of 
42,000 cases of naptha and benzine. 
When Mauritius was reached the 
Chinese were put ashore and natives 
engaged in their place. On searching 
the men’s quarters concealed weapons 
of various kinds were found. inelud- 
ing a revolver and fifty cartridges. 


Terrible Tragedy in Ontario Jail 

Fort Francis, Ont —It has just) be- 
come known that an atrocious murder 
was committed in the Fort) Frances 
jail recently when one woman iamate 
stranvled another to death and = tried 
to kill herself, but was stopped by the 
matron Mrs. Bertha Fulsham, aged 
36, had been committed to jail because 
of mental weakness, being pieked up 
in a bad condition. Confined with 
her was Mrs. Long, aged 82, commit- 
{ted from Emo as insane. Between 
11.30 and 12 a.m., while the matron 
was absent, the younger woman pull- 
‘ed off her underskirt and tearing a 
Strip from it strangled the other wo- 
man to death. When the matron ar- 
jrived the murderess was lying on the 
bed with the same strip of skirt in her 
hands, which were tightly clenched 
jin her own throat. She was revived 
|with great difficulty. 


Suicided in Mid-Ocean 

Montreal, Que.—The Allan liner 
Sicilian, which arrived in port recent- 
ly brought word of the suicide in mid- 
ocean of one of the passengers, who 
leaped overboard a few days out of 
London. The man had booked as Reg-
